The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 2, 
3, 4, 5, 14, 15, 20, 21 are drawn to a cosmetic preparation and pharmaceutical 
composition comprising compound of formula (III) or formula (IV). There is no prior art 
disclosing the applicant's composition or compounds. Garland et al. teach 1-methyl-2- 
cyclohexyl-cyclohexane, i.e monomethyl dicyclohexane. The prior are does not teach 
hexamethyl substituted dicyclopentane or dicyclohexane compounds as in formula (III) 
or formula (IV). The compounds, formula (III) and formula (IV) are new and nonobvious 
over the prior art 

Accordingly, the instant invention as defined by claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 14, 15, 20, 21 is 
novel and allowable over prior art.
